COLONIALISM 
One of the m ajor causes for irritation in the 
world is colonialism, which means the possession 
of a territory and its government by another na­ 
tion. Dr. Sun Yet-sen invented the term , semi­ 
colonialism, to describe those countries which are 
nominally independent, such as China was in his 
day , but which actually are dominated and con­ 
trolled by other countries. The principal nation to 
practice semi-colonialism in our era is Soviet Rus­ 
sia. 
John Foster Dulles, Secretary of State, in 
a 
speech said; 
. We ourselves are the first colony in mod­ 
em times to have won independence. We have 
a 
natural sy mpathy with those every where who 
would follow our example.” 
The American Revolution was characteristic of 
most colonial efforts for independence. It occurred 
after the parent power had been engaged in a war, 
the Seven Years W ar (1756-763), and the colonies 
were assisted, less than is generally presumed, by 
one of the contestants in that war, France. India 
likewise gained its independence by stages because 
of great 
Britain’s preoccupation in two wars. 
World W ar I and World W ar II. Holland lost 
Indonesia as a result of World W ar II. On the 
other hand. France chose to make a fight for Indo­ 
china and that country is still not free. 
It is generally assumed in this country that 
colonialism is an unmitigated evil. This cannot be 
substantiated by the lacts. The British have donp 
a magnificent job of maintaining order and pro­ 
tecting the people of all the colonies of the old

AEC Views Dr. Oppenheimer as Refusing 
to Co o perate With Own Natio n

Washington, June 30 — More 
sensational than any issue trumped 
up in the recent congressional 
hearings and more significant of 
the true problem that faces the 
United States government in en­ 
deavoring 
to 
prevent 
“security 
risks” from being given access to 
secret data is the wording of the 
final decision just reached by the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
in 
barring Dr. J. Robert Oppenhei­ 
mer from further employ ment by 
his government. 
Top scientist though he be and 
far-reaching as is his influence on 
other scientists throughout 
the 
country , Dr. Oppenheimer is nev­ 
ertheless held to be a man who 
has refused to cooperate with his 
own government in maintaining 
its security regulations. 
While the decision of the com­ 
mission was four against giving 
Dr. Oppenheimer security clear­ 
ance and one—Professor Swy th of 
Princeton—in favor of doing it, it 
is important to note that one of 
the four, Thomas E. M urray , went 
even further in suggesting that 
Oppenheimer’s 
i>ehavior was 
a 
species of disloy alty warranting 
condemnation. 
The lengthy w ritten opinions 
deserve a wide reading. 
The dis­ 
senting view expressed by Profes­ 
sor Swy th is astonishing in its in­ 
difference to the literal require­ 
ments of existing security regula­ 
tions. Though admitting the dam­ 
aging nature of Dr. Oppenheir- 
m er’s acts. P r o f e s s o r Smy th 
thinks the scientist wouldn’t make 
the 
same 
mistake 
again. 
The 
clear answer to this is that, de­ 
spite his “indiscretions” or what 
some of his apologists have gently 
called “foolishness” in ly ing re­ 
peatedly to security officers of the 
United States Army who interro- 


competent 
and

that accompanies the initiative. 
There is no opportunity which 
this force would not exploit to 
weaken our courage and confuse 
our strength. . . .

He concurred in the re­ 
sult but said he reached his con­ 
clusion by his own reasoning. He 
wrote in h?s concurring opinion:

I shall define 
this concept concretely within the 
conditions created by the present 
crisis of national and internation­ 
al security . When loy alty is thus 
concretely defined and when all 
the evidence is carefully consid­ 
ered in the light of this definition, 
it will he evident that Dr. Oppen­ 
heimer was disloy al.”

TREATMENT OF ATHLETIC INJURIES 
The injuries suffered by athletes in competition 
are found to affect primarily the soft tissues of the 
body , being almost entirely damage to muscles, ten­ 
dons and the ligaments which support the joints. 
Fractures are uncommon and it is for this reason 
that in the past treatm ent of athletic injuries fell 
into the hands of "trainers,” “rubbers” and others 
who treated soft-tissue injuries who, by their skill 
in subh treatm ent, were often able to return the 
athlete to competition sooner than a phy sician 
would. 
In the Canadian Medical Association Journal, 
Dr. Normal C. Dclarue states that it was only dur­ 
ing the past few decades that team phy sicians 
responsible for the care of all injured play ers, were 
finally accepted as having their proper place in the 
management of these injuries. In the past phy si­ 
cians had usually followed a course of treatm ent 
involving prolonged rest and. of course, this was 
not desirable if the play er was to return to the 
game as soon as possible. 
The idela arrangem ent is to have utm ost con­ 
fidence between management, coach and phy sician. 
'The coach should be responsible only for the ath­ 
letic training and conditioning of the team and 
the phy sician should be responsible for the medical 
condition of each individual play er. This training 
and conditioning of play ers means a rigorous train­ 
ing schedule before the play ing season begins during 
which time carefully selected exercises must be 
stressed for the special purpose of strengthening 
muscles supporting joints, such as the knees, which 
are particularly ap t to be injured. 
The usual treatm ent of such an injury , after 
any blood loss has been stopped, is to use a pres­ 
sure bandage and immerse the p art in ice w ater or 
apply ice packs for 30 minutes to an hour. Com­ 
pression bandage is left on for 24 hours and p art 
re-examined, to be sure the first diagnosis was cor­ 
rect. Heat is the best healer and this is best ob­ 
tained in a whirlpool bath, if available, or short­ 
wave diathermy is also helpful. 
On return to the sport, the damaged muscle or 
ligament must be protected from further injury 
by adhesive strapping properly applied. Very seldom 
are prepared splints or braces required. This extra 
protection should be kept on for a period of 10 
day to three weeks after healing has occurred 
The intelligent athlete will realize the need for 
particular care to preserve his play ing career.

COLONIALISM 
One of the major causes for irritation in the 
world is colonialism, which means the possession 
of a territory and its government by another na­ 
tion. Dr. Sun Yet-sen invented the term, semi­ 
colonialism, to describe those countries which are 
nominally independent, such as China was in his 
day, but which actually are dominated and con­ 
trolled by other countries. The principal nation to 
practice semi-colonialism in our era is Soviet Rus­ 
sia. 
John Foster Dulles, Secretary of State, in a 
speech said: 
. . We ourselves are the first colony in mod­ 
ern times to have won independence. We have a 
natural sympathy with those everywhere who 
would follow our example.” 
The American Revolution was characteristic of 
most colonial efforts for independence. It occurred 
after the parent power had been engaged in a war, 
the Seven Years War (1756-763), and the colonies 
were assisted, less than is generally presumed, by 
one of the contestants in that war, France. India 
likewise gained its independence by stages because 
of great Britain’s preoccupation in two wars, 
World War I and World War II. Holland lost 
Indonesia as a result of World War II. On the 
other hand, France chose to make a fight for Indo­ 
china and that country is still not free. 
It is generally assumed in this country* that 
colonialism is an unmitigated evil. This cannot be 
substantiated by the lacts. The British have done 
a magnificent job of maintaining order and pro­ 
tecting the people of all the colonics of the old 
British Empire. Before the British came to India, 
it was a battlefield for contending conquerors and 
an area despotically held by a multitude of rulers. 
The British could not undo thousands of years of 
history in the short period from Clive to Churchill. 
Since India has gained her freedom, there is not 
a scintilla of evidence that the people have enjoyed 
greater benefits, and at the moment it appears 
that, sooner or later, either Great Britain or the 
United States will have to step in to rescue India 
from either Russia or China or both. 
Dulles makes the point that the United States 
voluntarily gave freedom to the Philippines. It is 
possible to say that the United States imposed 
freedom on the Philippines. Manuel Quezon, long 
before he became President of that country, in a 
conversation in Shanghai, told me that, for the 
Philippines, it would be preferable to have dominion 
self-government. This was before World War II 
and at a time when it looked as though the Philip­ 
pines could and might be taken over by Japan. 
Certainly nothing in the present state of the 
Philippines would justify the assumption that the 
people of that country are better off than they 
were during American rule. 
The question arises as to whether the small 
countries or the weak and backward countries can 
maintain their independence. It is not so much 
whether they want to, because it can be taken for 
granted that every race of man wants to go his 
own way, but will they be permitted to by the 
course of history? Poland would prefer to be inde­ 
pendent. Poland is not only a prisoner in the Soviet 
Universal State, but has practically become a 
province of the Russian Empire. Is this colonialism, 
semi-colonialism <or what? The same question could 
be asked about Latvia. Estonia and Lithuania 
which have become completely absorbed by Russia. 
After World War I, Woodrow Wilson’s doctrine 
of self-determination inspired peoples on all con­ 
tinents to believe that a greater happiness would 
come to them if all the Empires of Europe were 
broken into a large number of small countries. Each 
minority nationality sought autonomy. National­ 
ism was stimulated often on no better grounds than 
language differentiation. The 
Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, which held together a number of unruly 
Danubian and Bankan peoples, was smashed. In 
every country of Asia and Africa forms of nation­ 
alism asserted themselves. 
By 1954, these movements had been, for a large 
number of nations and peoples, suppressed in the 
development of the Soviet Universal State, which, 
while recognizing degrees of local autonomy in lan­ 
guage, customs and traditions, breaks down self- 
determination by a homogeneous system of educa­ 
tion designed to unify mankind in the Marxist 
Church. It is a well-designed substitute of con­ 
trolled One Worldism for colonialism. While the 
West is abolishing colonialism, the Kremlin is re­ 
viving it under another name.

TREATMENT OF ATHLETIC INJURIES 
The injuries suffered by athletes in competition 
aro found to affect primarily the soft tissues of the 
body, being almost entirely damage to muscles, ten­ 
dons and the ligaments which support the joints. 
Fractures are uncommon and it is for this reason 
that in the past treatm ent of athletic injuries fell 
into the hands of “trainers,” “rubbers” and others 
who treated soft-tissue injuries who, by their skill 
in sufch treatment, were often able to return the 
athlete to competition sooner than a physician 
would. 
In the Canadian Medical Association Journal, 
Dr. Normal C. Delarue states that it was only dur­ 
ing the past few decades that team physicians 
responsible for the care of all injured players, were 
finally accepted as having their proper place in the 
management of those injuries. In the past physi­ 
cians had usually followed a course of treatm ent 
involving prolonged rest and, of course, this was 
not desirable if the player was to return to the 
game as soon as possible. 
The idela arrangement is to have utmost con­ 
fidence between management, coach and physician. 
The coach should be responsible only for the ath­ 
letic training and conditioning of the team and 
the physician should be responsible for the medical 
condition of each individual player. This training 
and conditioning of players means a rigorous train­ 
ing schedule before the playing season begins during 
which time carefully selected exercises must be 
stressed for the special purpose of strengthening 
muscles supporting joints, such as the knees, which 
are particularly apt to be injured. 
TTie usual treatm ent of such an injury, after 
any blood loss has been stopped, is to use a pres­ 
sure bandage and immerse the part in ice water or 
apply ice packs for 30 minutes to an hour. Com­ 
pression bandage is left on for 24 hours and part 
re-examined, to be sure the first diagnosis was cor­ 
rect. Heat is the best healer and this is best ob­ 
tained in a whirlpool bath, if available, or short­ 
wave diathermy is also helpful. 
On return to the sport, the damaged muscle or 
ligament must be protected from further injury 
by adhesive strapping properly applied. Very* seldom 
are prepared splints or braces required. This extra 
protection should be kept on for a period of 10 
day to three weeks after healing has occurred 
The intelligent athlete will realize the need for 
particular care to preserve his playing career.

The automobile industry

government agencies like Treas­ 
ury, Justice and Federal Trade 
Commission. 
But an increasing 
number of complaints from auto­ 
mobile dealers themselves in the 
past year has stepped up anti­ 
trust division investigation. 
In general, the dealers complain 
that they have been put under 
increasing pressure by the manu­ 
facturers during the business re­ 
cession in which car sales have 
been down.

Judge Stanley NT. Barnes, assist­ 
ant attorney general in charge of 
the antitrust division, says his in­ 
vestigation now covers Seven dif­ 
ferent fields of automobile indus­ 
try trade practice*. 
He stops there.

but he does say that no one manu­ 
facturer is involved in all seven 
fields. 
The scope of this investigation 
is fairly obvious to anyone who 
has been at all aware of what has 
been going on in Auto Row dur­ 
ing the past year or so.

Washington, June 30 — More 
sensational than any issue trumped 
up in the recent congressional 
hearings and more significant of 
the true problem that faces the 
United States government in en­ 
deavoring to prevent "security 
risks” from being given access to 
secret data is the wording of the 
final decision just reached by the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
in 
barring Dr. J. Robert Oppenhei­ 
mer from further employment by 
his government. 
Top scientist though he be and 
far-reaching as is his influence on 
other scientists throughout the 
country. Dr. Oppenheimer is nev­ 
ertheless held to be a man who 
has refused to cooperate with his 
own government in maintaining 
its security regulations. 
While the decision of the com­ 
mission was four against giving 
Dr. Oppenheimer security clear­ 
ance and one—Profeasor Swyth of 
Princeton—in favor of doing it, it 
is important to note that one of 
the four, Thomas E. Murray, went 
even further in suggesting that 
Oppenheimer’s 
behavior was 
a 
species of disloyalty warranting 
condemnation. 
The lengthy written opinions 
deserve a wide reading. The dis­ 
senting view expressed by Profes­ 
sor Swyth is astonishing in its in­ 
difference to the literal require­ 
ments of existing security regula­ 
tions. Though admitting the dam­ 
aging nature of Dr. Oppenheir- 
mer’s acts, P r o f e s s o r Smyth 
thinks the scientist wouldn’t make 
the 
same 
mistake 
again. 
The 
clear answer to this is that, de­ 
spite his "indiscretions” or what 
some of his apologists have gently 
called "foolishness” in lying re- 
i peatedly to security officers of the 
United States Army who interro­ 
gated him in 1943, Dr. Oppenhei­ 
mer was found associating in 1953 
with the very man he tried to pro­ 
tect against exposure ten years 
before. So he did make the same 
mistake of association twice, after 
all. 
But the majority opinions are 
devastating in their condemnation 
of Dr. Oppenheimer and give an 
entirely different picture of the 
scientist’s record than has been 


competent 
and 
ruthless 
force 
possessed of the great advantage 
that accompanies the initiative. 
There is no opportunity which 
this force would not exploit to 
weaken our courage and confuse 
jour strength. . . . 
“One fact that gives me reas­ 
surance is that this decision was 
reached only after the most in­ 
tensive and concerned study fol­ 
lowing a course of procedure 
which gave the most scrupulous 
attention to our ideas of justice 
and fair treatment. . . . 
“Our experience has convinced 
us that certain types of associa­ 
tion and defects of character can 
materially increase the risk to se­ 
curity. Those factors—many of 
which are set forth in the ma­ 
jority opinion—are present in Dr. 
Oppenheimer’s case to such an ex­ 
tent that I agree he is a security 
risk.” 
But Commissioner Murray went 
further. He, too. is a Truman ap­ 
pointee. He concurred in the re­ 
sult but said he reached his con­ 
clusion by his own reasoning. He 
wrote in his concurring opinion: 
“The 
primary 
issue 
is 
the 
meaning of loyalty. I shall define 
this concept concretely within the 
conditions created by the present 
crisis of national and internation­ 
al security. When loyalty is thus 
concretely defined and when all 
the evidence is carefully consid­ 
ered in the light of this definition, 
it will be evident that Dr. Oppen­ 
heimer was disloyal.” 
Then commissioner Murray de­ 
fines “loyalty” as requiring an 
individual to be “faithful to the 
lawful government or to the sov­ 
ereign to whom one is subject.” 
He declares that “this faithful­ 
ness is a m atter of obligation.” 
and then goes on to cite the vari­ 
ous instances in which Dr. Op­ 
penheimer refused to cooperate 
with his own government’s offi­ 
cials on security m atters and de­ 
clares finally: “Dr. Oppenheimer 
failed the test. . . Dr. Oppenheim­ 
er was not faithful to the re­ 
strictions on the associations of 
those who come under the secur­ 
ity regulations.”

We are not 
allowed to know anything about 
the CIA and there is a sentiment 
to the effect that it w*ere some­ 
how disloyal and a service to the 
enemy to discuss this mysterious 
outfit at all. But practical persons, 
not necessarily with special knowl­ 
edge of "intrigue,” must recognize 
as a fact the expendiency and 
necessity for swift, efficient, suc­ 
cessful blows in such crises as the 
one in Guatemala.

America and right upon the Pana­ 
ma Canal would have been elimi­ 
nated and the Soviet and Com­ 
munist prestige in Latin-America 
would have been discredited. In­ 
stead, as these lines are written, 
there seems to have been a half­ 
hearted, ill-managed flop, so pal­ 
try that one American reporter 
close to the scene w’rote that the 
war correspondents outnumbered 
the 
revolutionary 
anti-Soviet 
Army, which may have been a 
coarse jest but seems close to 
the truth, at that. And our pres­ 
tige has never been lower. 
When we let them alone to do 
things in their old imperial way, 
packing the wffiite man's burden 
and doing incidental, though not 
spectacular, good /o r the lesser 
breeds, the British have a knack 
for such adventures. They rousted 
a Communist beach-head out of 
British Guiana by old-fashioned 
strong-arm methods and didn’t 
bother to offer explanations which 
would serve no good purpose and 
would only have put them on 
record for a Soviet filibuster at 
the United Nations. But, against

A Bro o klyn Federal Co urt jury 
co nvicted the fo rmer co mmissio ner | 
o f Internal Revenue yesterday o n 
all five co unts o f an indictment | 
charging him with evading p ay-! 
ment o f $91,086 fo r the years 1946 
thro ugh 1950. 
The 55-year-o ld Nunan faces a 
po ssible to tal sentence o f 25 years 
in jail and a $50,000 fine. He was 
co ntinued in $1,500 bail pending 
sentencing J uly 22. 
Federal J udge Walter Brueh- 
hausen to ld the jury o f seven 
u’o men and five men the verdict 
was “ justified by the evidence.”

New York, June 30 (/P)—Joseph 
D. Nunan Jr., once the nation’s 
top tax collector, has been found 
guilty of income tax evasion. 
A Brooklyn Federal Court jury 
convicted the former commissioner 
of Internal Revenue yesterday on 
all five counts of an indictment 
charging him with evading pay­ 
ment of $91,086 for the years 1946 s 
through 1950. 
The 55-year-old Nunan faces a 
possible total sentence of 25 years 
in jail and a $50,000 fine. He was 
continued in $1,500 bail pending 
sentencing July 22. 
Federal Judge Walter Bruch- 
hausen told the jury of seven 
women and five men the verdict 
was “justified by the evidence.” 
Nunan, an appointee of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
served as the nation’s Number 1 
tax collector from 1944 to 1947, 
when he resigned to return to the 
private practice of Jaw. 
Indictment Charge

with reporting income of $416,144 
for 1946-1950, when it actually 
was $543,396. He thus paid taxes 
of $200,437, when he should have 
paid 
$291,523, 
the 
government 
said.

money on which Nunan was ac­ 
cused of failing to pay taxes was 
inherited by his wife and was not 
subject to tax. 
Nunan claimed he withdrew his 
assets of $170,000 from the bank 
in 1933 and kept the money in a 
tin box, banking it again in 1940. 
Testifying in his own behalf in 
the trial, Nunan said he became 
tax collector for the Brooklyn dis­ 
trict 
“through the fortunes of 
politics.” 
“As collector I was primarily an 
administrator, not particularly an 
expert on tax laws,” 
he said. 
“Washington liked the way I ran 
my office and made me U. S. Com­ 
missioner.”

the state where these birds are 
thriving. Bobtail white quail pros­ 
pects are good on eastern Long 
Island. 
The Commissioner pointed out 
that emphasis was placed this 
year in adjusting small game sea­ 
sons to provide for uniform open­ 
ing dates. Such uniformity, he 
said, will reduce confusion by 
sportsmen and ease the job of 
law enforcement.
